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Sir: 

This is in response to the Office Action mailed February 6, 2007. A petition for a three- 
month extension of time is being filed concurrently. 

The Examiner contends that the following are patently distinct species: 

(1) A leasing program that requires the lowest monthly payment. 

(2) A leasing program for multiple customers. 

(3) A leasing program that generates the largest profit. 

(4) A leasing program that generates the largest profit for a particular monthly payment. 

(5) A leasing program that generates a specified paid reserve amount and calculating a 
money factor to generate the specified paid reserve amount. 

(6) A method for populating fields of a credit application. 
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The Examiner has required that Applicants elect a single disclosed species if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable and provide a list of all claims readable thereon. 

Applicants hereby elect species #3, namely "a leasing program that generates the largest 
profit." Applicants advise that Claims 13-22 are readable thereon. 

Applicants also respectfully traverse the restriction requirement and requests 
reconsideration. M.P.E.P. Section 803 states that "Examiners must provide reasons and/or 
examples to support conclusions, but need not cite documents to support the Restriction 
Requirement in most cases." In the present case, no reasons or examples -are provided. A prima 
facie basis for the restriction requirement has therefore not been established.
